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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 1/11/2006, with respect to claims 1-9, 11- 
15, 17, 18, 20-25, 27-33 and 35-40 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 102 
and 103 rejections have been withdrawn. Because of their cancellation, the rejection of 
claims 10, 16, 19 and 26 is considered moot. 

The filing of the Terminal Disclaimer is also noted with reference to appHcation No. 
10/673742 (now Patent No. 7040331), The Terminal Disclaimer is improper because it is 
directed to a particular daim or claims, which is not acceptable, since "the disclaimer must 
be of a terminal portion of the term of the entire [patent or] patent to be granted." See 
MPEP § 1490. However, in Ught of the claim amendments, the double patenting rejection 
over 10/ 673742 is considered inappropriate and therefore withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 11-15, 17, 18, 20-25, 27-33 and 35-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the pripr art of 
record does not teach or suggest an apparatus for cleaning residue from the bore of a tube 
having a transport means having a first motor for extending and retracting the hose with the 
hose storage space concentrically aligned and a second motor for rotating the transport 
means and the reel passively following the rotation of the transport means.
